One farmer 
in the vicinity of Brainerd marketed 
about seven hundred bushel* from 
two acres of land. 
The Greoa Moun­ 
tain variety is the one raised In the 
largest quantities, 
There are about fifty mf milers of 
the Exchange bringing their crop to 
the Brainerd warehouse. 
Similar 
w a re h o u s e s throughout the 
county 
are located 
at 
Ft. 
Ripley. 
Crow 
Wing, 
Barrows. Bearwood, 
PeqUOt 
and Jenkins. 
The potatoes are received at the 
warehouse, graded and sacked, then 
shipped in carload lots to the cities, 
where they are held until a favorable 
time and then pooled to tile best ad­ 
vantage to the growers. 
At the warehouse tile potatoes are 
sacked in two grades. 
The beat 
g ra d e is placed in sacks upon which 
is printed “Gopher State Brand,” a 
map of Minnesota and the wording, 
‘‘Minnesota's Best Potatoes.”

second grade is plac ed in plain sacks 
and a green label attached with the 
name “Commercial Brand" thereon. 
One carload has already been ship­ 
ped, and a second Is practically load­ 
ed. 
Mr. Fisher s t a te s that the crop 
movement Is just starting, and that 
the potato movement in this county 
will be one of the largest in many 
years. 
N ew members are signing up 
every day, so that they 
may 
ship

COUNTY CROP VERY GOOD 


One Farmer Near Brainerd Marketed 
700 Bushels From Two 
Acres of Land 
A. T. Fisher, locar manager for 
the Minnesota Potato Warehouse Ex­ 
change, is receiving, grading 
and 
sacking potatoes grown by members 
of the association in tile vicinity of 
Brainerd, using as a depot tile Gruen- 
hagen potato warehouse near the An­ 
gel flour and feed store on Fast Front 
street. 
This is one of the 250 warehouses 
throughout the state that have been 
acquired by the Exchange to hand] 
the 11*2-4 potato crop, said to be one 
of the best that Minnesota has en 
joyed for many years. 
The crop in 
Crow Wing county is the best ever 
experienced here, the potatoes being 
of exceptionally fine 
quality 
and 
yielding very heavily. 
One farmer 
in the vicinity of Brainerd marketed 
about seven hundred bushels from 
two acres of land. 
The Green Moun 
tain variety is the one raised in the 
largest quantities. 
There are about fifty members of 
the Exchange bringing their crop to 
the Brainerd warehouse. 
Similar 
warehouses throughout the 
county 
are located 
at 
Ft. 
Ripley, 
Crow 
Wing, Barrows, Deerwood, Pequot 
and Jenkins. 
The potatoes are received at the 
warehouse, graded and sacked, then 
shipped in carload lots to the cities, 
where they are held until a favorable 
time and then pooled to the best ad­ 
vantage to the growers. 
At the warehouse the potatoes are 
sacked in two grades. 
The best 
grade is placed in sacks upon which 
is printed “Copper State Brand,’’ a 
map of Minnesota and the wording, 
“ Minnesota’s Best Potatoes.” 
The 
second grade is placed in plain sacks 
and a green label attached with the 
name “Commercial Brand” thereon 
One carload has already been ship­ 
ped, and a second is practically load 
ed. 
Mr. Fisher states that the crop 
movement is just starting, and that 
the potato movement in this county 
will be one of the largest in many 
years. 
New members are signing up 
every day, so that they 
may 
ship 
through the exchange. Members may 
sell to local dealers or consumers if 
they prefer, but not to anyone who 
i at ends to ship the potatoes.

Lawrence M. Hight is a story of love 
and monotony, 
God 
and the devil, 
small-town gossip and sex repression, 
death and children. 
One 
evening 
last April 
Hight, 
Methodist Episcopal pastor a t Ina, a 
Jefferson county village of 400, south 
of here, met Elsie Sweet in, in tile 
aisle of his church. 
He felt an im­ 
mediate attraction for lier. 
She and 
her cousin took him home. 
Three months later the pastor gav<- 
Elsie Sweetin a small quan tity of 
powdered arsenic, which she put in 
ehocolate-drops whicli her coal-minev 
husband, Wllford Sweetin, ate. 
Ile 
became ill, but later grew better. 
H ig h t gave the woman more arsenic, 
which she gave her husband in oat 
meal. He was ill again, and th e w if e, 
at flig h t’s suggestion, gave him a 
third dose of arsenic, in tomato soup. 
The first dose of poison was given on 
July 17, and the third on July 25. 
Rev. Hig ht visited 
the husband 
frequently in his official capacity uh 
the representative of God. 
After tho 
third dose of poison, he converted 
Sweetin “ to religion” and baptized 
Ii im into the church. 
Sweetin died Sept. 2 8. and Rev. 
H ight preached the funeral sermon 
Taking as his text the verse from St 
John: ‘‘Let not your heart be t r o u ­ 
bled; Yea believe in God; believe ye. 
also in me; in my F a t h e r ’s house are 
many mansions * * * 
Rev. Hight 
preached 
w h at he 
himself 
I old 
a 
member of his congregation was ‘‘tho 
best funeral I ever preached.” 
‘‘I did n’t w an t to come to this po! 
pit to preach,” he said. 
‘‘But now I 
see that the Lord had a reason foi 
sending me here. 
It was to convert 
this good man, who is now je sting 
under His beneficent smile.” 51 
Poisoned His Wife 
H ig h t had told Elsi^ Sweetin ho 
would poison his wife, Anna, in .simi­ 
lar fashion, following the meeting of 
the southern Illinois conference of 
his 
church, 
which, 
he 
expected, 
would transfer him to a new pas­ 
torate. 
The conference was to meet 
Sept. 24. 
But on Sept. 6, Mrs. Hight 
became 111. 
The pastor adm inister­ 
ed a dose of arsenic, which caused 
her death Sept. 12. 
The pastor as­ 
cribed the death to ptomaine poison­ 
ing and the physician who attended 
the woman agreed. 
But the little vilage of Ina had not 
been 
asleep. 
Secret 
meetings 
be­ 
tween the pastor and Elsie Sweetin 
had been watched. 
Before his death 
Sweetin had been warned that iii! 
wife was ‘‘pretty th ick ” w ith 
the 
pastor, but he brushed the s u g g e s ­ 
tion 
aside. 
The 
pastor 
was 
his 
friend, and Sweetin liked him. 
Ina had noticed, too, that 
Rev. 
Hig ht, getting milk for his family 
from the Sweetens, invariably went 
for it personally, instead of sending 
his 16-year-old d a u g h t e r or 14-yea*> 
old son. 
Ina had noticed, too, th a t Rev. 
H ig h t walked down th e street almost 
daily to a pile of lumber in view of 
th e Sweetin house, m opping hts brow 
and waving his handkerchief, as .in 
signalling. 
Some of the town boys 
had followered Rev, Hig ht and Elsie 
Sweetin in walks they managed to 
take. 
Ina noticed th a t Rev. H ight came 
to the house in the evenings when 
Sweetin went to the nearby town of 
Benton to do n ig h t-work in a coal­ 
mine. 


Ina noticed that Rev. H ig h t was 
cold to his wife. 
She lived with him 
26 years. 


So Ina talked. At the inquest over 
the body of Mrs. Hight, the rumor., 
came to Coroner Jesse Reece, who or­ 
dered an autopsy and had the viscera 
of the dead woman sent to Chicago 
chemist for analysis. 
Word came th a t arsenic in deadly 
quantitie s had been found and R««v. 
H ig h t was arrested by Sheriff Grant 
Holcomb the same day, just a week 
after the death of his wife. 
Coroner 
Reece ordered the body of Sweetin 
exhum ed and the viscera was sent to 
questioned at length by State’s At­ 
torney F r a n k Thompson, but he p er­ 
sisted in a sto ut declaration of i n ­ 
nocence. 
Preacher Compressed 
Two days later— Sunday, Sept. 21 
-— a telegram came, announcin g that 
arsenic had been found in the viscera 


of Sweetin. 
Hight, who had been 
praying and singing hymns in the 
grimy county jail here, Was told. IR’ 
persisted that he k n e w noth in g of 
the poisoning. 
The Jefferson coun­ 
ty officials cross-questioned him m e r ­ 
cilessly all night anti at dawn, on 
the suggestion of State's Attorney 
Thompson that lie m ight have don* 
it to put his wife out Of lu r pain, he 
said: ''T h a i ’s it. 
T hat's why I did 
it.” 
He signed a co nte s ion. Thirty 
minutes la ter he acknowledged 
he 
had poisoned Wilford Sweetin, r i v ­ 
ing the same reason. 
Elsie Sweetin was arest* d at her 
home in Ina a few hour 
later and 
brought to the j i! here. 
She as­ 
serted site was innocent, and suppori- 
d 
the pastor' 
statement that iii*' 
couple had not been intimate.
